treatment for hardening of

A—Although there is no 


cure for damage that has al- 
ready occurred, much can be 
done to retard the progress 
of this disease. Smoking and 
the use of amphetamine (pep 
pills) should be avoided. It is 
important 
to 
avoid 
over- 


weight or, if already over- 
weight, to reduce. Drugs that 
help the arteries to dilate, al- 
though they will not affect ar- 
teries that have already hard- 
ened, will improve the total 
circulation. Nylidrin is one of 
the best of these but there are 
many others. Moderate exer'r 
cise and avoidance of nervous 
tension are also essential. As 
a last resort one of several 
surgical procedures may be 
used to re-establish the circu- 
lation in areas where it is se- 
riously impaired.

As we reported to our edi- 
torial attack the Helena bridge 
served no trans-state highway but 
was sought primarily in behalf 
of 
Helena's 
trade territory. 


Revenue bonds were sold on the 
strength of anticipated toll rev- 
enues from the bridge, and if 
the deal now seems burdensome 
to the Phillips county-seat town 
the state can't intervene with- 
out doing an injustice to all the 
taxpayers outside Helena's lo- 
cal trade area. The governor had 
no choice but to veto the "re- 
lief" bill.

ship-to-shore duel Wednesday, 
the U.S. command announced 
today, but the hits caused only 
light damage. 


The American command said 


the shore batteries were si- 
lenced by fire from the Canber* 
ra's 8-inch guns and the 5-inch 
guns of two accompanying de- 
stroyers. 


The two enemy rounds made 


only one half-inch hole in the. 
Canberra's deck and did minor 
damage to some nearby life- 
rafts, the Navy said. No Amer- 
ican casualties were reported. 


The three U.S. Navy ships 


were attacking a Communist 
battery of 57mm guns 15 miles 
north of Dong Hoi, the major 
port in the southern part of 
North Vietnam. U.S. shells from 
three other Navy ships came 
within one mile of Dong Hoi, the 
American command reported. 


The Canberra is one of the 


U.S. Navy's two heavy cruisers 
which can fire supersonic guid- 
ed missiles, but the missiles are 
designed to combat aircraft, not 
ground targets. The 17;500-ton 
Canberra is named for the Aus- 
tralian cruiser which was sunk 
with the 
Vincennes and the 


Quincy in the first battle of Savo 
Island on Aug. 9, 1942. 


South of the demilitarized 


zone between North and South 
Vietnam, Viet Cong mortarmen 
kept up their attack on the big 
U.S. guns which began firing 
into the southern part of North 
Vietnam last week, but again no 
damage to the 175mm American 
cannon was reported. 


The Viet Cong fired 180 mor- 


•; tar, rounds,at the U.S. Marines' 
big guns today, the U*S. Com- 
mand said, bringing the total 
enemy fire In the last three 
days against U.S. Marine posi- 
tions just south of the demilitar- 
ized zone to more than 1,800 
rounds. The mortar fire today 
came from within the demilitar- 
ized zone, the American com- 
mand said. 


In one attack Tuesday, a U.S. 


spokesman reported, the Com-
